to align itself with the 


Socialist Party for at least one year—a move

Party’s Annual 
autumn. 


Sohyo, with 3,500,000 members 
of unions aifliated with ft, ds 
an obviously powerful factor on 
the political scene and tie 
Socialist. Party has been “Hs 
mouthpiece in the : Diet. This 
“service” will be continued by 
the Socialists thraugh an “ap- 
pendix” attached to the ubove 
decision which states thit Sohyo 
“would continue. to stage a 
political struggle inside the Diet 
through the Socintist Party.” 

This seems ambistuous — to 
decide to have no “alignment” 
with . a political party, and at 
the same time to “co-operate” 
with it. But, from a Japancec 
viewpaint, this is quite logient 
and may be’ interpreted as a 
“censure” gesture, 

Thirty unions, ineluding the 
Japan Teachers Union, voted 
against the “alignment” —— 
largely because of disagreement 
with the Right Wing of the 
Socinlist Party which alms to 
bronden the  Soclalist approach 
by seeking adherents who are 
not necessarily members of any 
union, The Left Wingers con 
fend that a “class struggle” can 
succocd only through the unions, 

What the final outcome of all 
this will be, is rather hard to 
predict at this juncture, but the 
eventunl formation of a strong 
“third” party must nol be ruled 
out. The ‘governing Liberal- 
Democrats suffer from factional 
strife which stems largely from 
personal rather than policy 
differences, Hawever, there are 
two big Issues—the Security 
Pact with.the United States and 
resumption of relations” with 
China—which cause olher divi- 
sions among the Liberal- 
Democrats, « > 

Adding to the confusion is 
the fact that certaln groups 
want restoration of trade with 
Chinn at almost any cost, yet 
wupport the,present terms pro- 
posed for a revision of the 
Security Pact with the U.S.

Sir,—The report “on the front 
page of yesterday's China Mall 
by "A China Mall Reporter” on 
the current prices of Tollot 
Preparations and Proprietary 
Medicines is, to say the least, 
misleading. Who was the 
“reliable authority” from whom 
he “learned” his information? 
Why could he not. have obtained 
the information required for his 


‘report personally by Interview- 


ing importers and retailers? 
That is the job of a reporter, 
surely, not to rely on second- 
hand Information which may 
well be slanted..to suit the 
“reHable authority's” purpose. 


The roport lays all the blame 


for the non-reduction in prices, 
in those comparatively fow 
cases where no reductions have 
been made, at the feet of the 
importers and ngents, but is this 
‘air? There sre In Hongkong 
‘very few Instances of agreed 
retail prices. and therefore thosc 
who sell to retailers cannot 
control their selling prices—so 
even when an importer or agent 
has reduced hls prices there 1s 
nothing to stop the retailer 
pocketing the extra profit—if he 
ean get away with ft, It was 
a well-known fact in the trade 
that retailers plended for prices 
not to be reduced so as to avoid 
losses on. thelr own duly-paid 
stocks. a 

It should also” be explained 
dutiable as 
Proprietary Medicines and 
therefore an all-round reduction 
{n prices should never have been 
expected. a 

In a world of | expanding 
economies and controlled infla- 
tion, costs and therefore prices 
are continually changing (usual- 
ly upwards) and this hos been 
truce of doth medicines and

With so many Proprictary 
Medicines and Tollet Prepara- 
tions concerned, how can a 
selectlon of three of cach be 
said to be a conclusive “authori- 
tative survey” and pray what 
are 70% and 90% of three 
respectively, when applied 
indlvidual items? 

The majority of 
agents and retailers have, no 
doubt, played falr with the 
public in the matter of the re- 
moval of duty on these items so 
that further immediate reduc- 
ions in all their retail prices 
cannot and should not be cx- 
|pected o& ao result of your 
“exposee,” for the majority of 
prices have already been ed- 
justed .for the removal of nd- 
valorem duty. (Items contain- 
Ing alcohol, incidentally, are 
still subject to duty on their 
nlcohol content, so that duty on 
Tollct Preparations and Pro- 
prictary Medicines was not 
entirely abolished — by the 
Budget). Those who have not 
yet adjusted thelr prices should 
be encouraged to do so (there 
{s no obligation to do so, so far 
as I can see) by the public com- 
paring prices from shop to shop 
and against bills for the same 
Items bought slx months or £0 
ago. They will obviously buy 
from the retailer offering the 
lowest price und if it ls apparent 
thnt the importer or ogent has 
not cdjusted his price without
